QUAKE PLUNGES 
HAITI INTO CHAOS

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti The strongest earth- 
quake in more than 200 years rocked Haiti 
on Tuesday collapsing a hospital where 
people screamed for help and heavily dam- 
aging the National Palace, U.N. peace- 
keeper headquarters and other buildings. 
U.S. officials reported bodies in the streets 
and an aid official described “total disaster 
and chaos.” 

United Nations officials said a large num- 
ber of U.N. personnel were unaccounted 
for. 

Communications were widely disrupted, 
making it impossible to get a full picture 
of damage as powerful aftershocks shook 
a desperately poor country where many 
buildings are flimsy 

Karel Zelenka, a Catholic Relief Services 
representative in Port-au-Prince, told U.S. 
colleagues before phone service failed that 


“there must be thousands of people dead,” 
according to Sara Fajardo, a spokeswoman 
for the aid group. 

“He reported that it was just total disas- 
ter and chaos, that there were clouds of 
dust surrounding Port-au-Prince,” Fajardo 
said from the group’s offices in Maryland. 

State Department spokesman PJ. 
Crowley said in Washington that embassy 
personnel were “literally in the dark” after 
power failed. 

“They reported structures down. They 
reported a lot of walls down. They did see 
a number of bodies in the street and on 
the sidewalk that had been hit by debris. 
So clearly, there’s going to be serious loss of 
life in this,” he said. 

Felix Augustin, Haiti’s consul general in 
New York, said a portion of the National 
Palace had disintegrated. 

“Buildings collapsed all over the place,” 


he said. “We have lives that are destroyed. 
... It will take at least two or three days for 
people to know what’s going on.” 

An Associated Press videographer saw 
the wrecked hospital in Petionville, a hill- 
side Port-au-Prince district that is home 
to many diplomats and wealthy Haitians, 
as well as many poor people. Elsewhere 
in the capital, a U.S. government official 
reported seeing houses that had tumbled 
into a ravine. 

Kenson Calixte of Boston spoke to an 
uncle and cousin in Port-au-Prince shortly 
after the earthquake by phone. He could 
hear screaming in the background as his 
relatives described the frantic scene in the 
streets. 

“They told me it was total chaos, a lot of 
devastation,” he said. More than four hours 
later, he still was not able to get them back 
on the phone for an update.

“The more body art you have, the more likely you are 
to be involved in deviance.” 

So says Jerome Koch, a sociologist with Texas Tech 
University’s Body Art Team— true moniker— which 
surveyed 1,753 students at four colleges and found a 
correlation between multiple tattoos or piercings and 
“deviant behavior.” 

The severally inked or pierced at the unnamed 
Midwestern and Southern colleges said they engaged 
in, roughly speaking, more promiscuity, more drug 
use, more binge drinking, more arrests and more 
cheating on academics than their peers. 

The research team has been studying tattoos and 
piercing since 1999; its latest study will be printed 
in The Social Science Journal in March and was first 
reported in Miller-McCune magazine, which tracks 
academic research. 

But the new data also suggest parents needn’t freak 
about a lone dolphin (14 percent of surveyed students 
had a tattoo) or a navel ring (37 percent had a body 
piercing). 

The correlation with deviant behavior came among 
the 4 percent of students who had four or more tat- 
toos, seven or more piercings or one “intimate pierc- 
ing,” Koch said. 

But over at Taylor Street Tattoo on the Near West 
Side, owner Timothy Gooding disagreed. “The peo- 
ple I see on a regular basis that get tattooed are some 
of the nicest, most well-mannered people,” he said. 

Google mulls 
leaving China

SAN FRANCISCO Google Inc. will stop censoring its 
search results in China and may pull out of the coun- 
try completely after discovering that computer hack- 
ers had tricked human-rights activists into exposing 
their e-mail accounts to outsiders. 

The change of heart announced Tuesday heralds 
a major shift for the Internet’s search leader, which 
has repeatedly said it will obey Chinese laws requir- 
ing some politically and socially sensitive issues to be 
blocked from search results available in other coun- 
tries. The acquiescence had outraged free-speech 
advocates and even some shareholders. 

But the tipping point didn’t come until Google 
recently uncovered hacking attacks launched from 
within China. The apparent goal: gathering personal 
information about dozens of human rights activists.

Son whose father was 
murdered aims to make a 
difference through teaching

Ayodeji Ogunniyi is known as a teacher who con- 
nects with students and stays with them until they 
absorb a lesson, his mentors and supervisors say 
He’s new— he started his first full-time teach- 
ing job last week at Thornwood High School 
—but he knows he’s found his calling. 

“He was born to teach,” said Julie Glaser, an 
English teacher at Thornwood who supervised 
Ogunniyi when he was student-teaching. “He 
has a lot of patience. He likes the students. He 
enjoys being with them and seeing them grow” 
Ogunniyi’s passion for helping youth grew 
from the least likely place. Four years ago, two 
teenagers and their 22-year-old friend robbed 
and murdered his father, a cab driver. 

Since then, Ogunniyi, 23, has committed 
himself to working to make sure young people, 
especially teenagers, know they don’t have to 
throw away their lives. 

“I hate the fact that these were 18 -year-olds that 
killed my father,” he said. “I need to make sure no 
other teenager ends up like this. My father was 
taken away Their lives were taken away too.” 

On the cold day last month that Ogunniyi was 
awarded his bachelor’s degree from Roosevelt 
University, his family danced and rejoiced. 

It was the proud culmination of a four-year 


process marked by grief and irony. His father, 
Abimbola K. Ogunniyi, was driving a cab to put 
his sons through college and carefully choosing 
his fares out of fear for his safety. But the job still 
led to his death. 

Ogunniyi learned to use his father’s murder 
as motivation. 

He changed his studies from pre-med so 
that he could train to become a teacher. At his 
church, he took on a ministerial course and 
worked with the youth ministry 

“I decided I have to do what I love. My 


experience showed me my passion for teaching 
youth,” he said. 

When he earned enough credits at South 
Suburban, he enrolled at Roosevelt University, 
where he studied English. 

“Studying literature under Roosevelt’s 
English department {gave} me a way to escape 
from the pain of losing my father in a tragic 
way,” he wrote in a letter to professors. 

As a student teacher at Thornwood, he was 
able to relate to his students, some of whom have 
their own difficulties at home, Glaser said. 


“It helps some of our students to see that 
there was somebody else ... that has succeeded. 
Therefore they too can overcome their trials 
and succeed,” Glaser said. “It gives our students 
someone who can understand.” 

Ogunniyi received his college degree on 
the fourth anniversary of his father’s death. 
He was also offered a full-time position at 
Thornwood. 

“Four years ago we were grieving and mourn- 
ing,” he said. “But now we are rejoicing. Now 
we at least have another memory for that day” 


Officer filmed beating bartender wants his job back

A Chicago police officer fired after a video camera 
recorded him beating a bartender is asking a judge to 
review his termination. 

In a petition filed Tuesday in Cook County Circuit 
Court, attorneys for Anthony Abbate said the Chicago 
Police Board made 12 errors in ordering his termination 
last month, including using the infamous videotape in 
deciding to fire him. 

In a decision championed by Police Superintendent 


Jody Weis, the board found Abbate guilty of several rules 
violations surrounding the beating at Jesse’s Short Stop 
Inn in the Cragin neighborhood on the Northwest Side. 

Abbate’s petition also claims that the civilian board 
wrongly viewed as a problem Abbate’s decision to invoke 
his Fifth Amendment right against self-incrimination at 
least 75 times during his board hearing. 

The petition asks that a judge review the official 
record and transcripts of evidence and reverse his fir- 
ing. Abbate’s challenge could be moot, as he was con- 


victed of felony aggravated battery in criminal court last 
summer. The city bars the hiring of people with felony 
convictions as police officers. 

Abbate’s attorney, Joseph Roddy, couldn’t be reached 
for comment. 

Prosecutors said Abbate pummeled bartender 
Karolina Obrycka on Feb. 19, 2007, after she tried to 
prevent him from coming behind the bar. Abbate gained 
infamy after the 30 -second videotape of the attack sur- 
faced. 
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Cemetery 
may hold 
thousands 
too many

Thousands more people maybe buried at a historic 
black cemetery in a Chicago suburb than the land 
can hold, according to a study obtained Monday by 
The Associated Press. 

The study suggests that the practice of stacking 
caskets on top of each other or simply discarding 
remains was more common at Burr Oak Cemetery 
in Alsip than anyone suspected, law enforcement 
officials said. 

The Cook County Sheriff’s Police study, 
obtained by The Associated Press after filing a 
Freedom of Information request with the sheriff’s 
department, comes six months after the depart- 
ment charged four former workers with taking 
part in a scheme in which they allegedly dug up 
graves and resold burial plots. 

According to the study records indicate between 
140,190 and 147,568 people are buried at Burr Oak, 
while an analysis of maps of the property reveal the 
maximum number of graves the cemetery can hold 
is about 138,000. 

“No one had their arms around how bad this 
problem was,” Sheriff Tom Dart said. He said the 
study underlined a point he had been making for 
months and had reiterated in December when the 
cemetery revealed that since burials resumed a 
handful of remains had been found in spots where 
nobody knew people were buried. 

“You need to stop,” he said of his advice to the 
cemetery “We can’t keep going like this.” 


Maggie Daley 
leaves hospital

Maggie Daley ended up at Northwestern Memorial 
Hospital on Tuesday a day after undergoing her third 
session of a new cancer treatment, her doctor said. 

Dr. Steven Rosen said the city’s first lady felt nau- 
seous and couldn’t sleep Monday night. It’s unclear 
whether the nausea was due to her cancer treatment, 
or something else, such as food she ate, Rosen said. 

Maggie Daley left the hospital Tuesday evening 
after Mayor Daley stayed with her throughout the 
day, mayoral spokeswoman Jacquelyn Heard said. 

Mrs. Daley, 66, did not feel sick before the ear- 
lier two phases of the treatment, but Rosen said it’s 
not unheard of for cancer patients to start feeling 
sick later in the treatment, as she did.

Chicago police on 
Tuesday agreed to take 
a look at the unsolved 
70 -year-old murder of 
Edward J. O’Hare, a 
Chicago lawyer who 
allegedly cooperated 
with federal authorities 
against infamous mob- 
ster A 1 Capone. 

The unusual request to revisit the investiga- 
tion came from Alderman Edward Burke, 14th, 
at a meeting of the council’s Police and Fire 
Committee and in advance of the release of a new 
book on Capone. 

Burke made it clear he didn’t want detectives to 
spend too much time on the case, saying his inten- 
tion was simply to set the record straight that it 
wasn’t Eliot Ness who brought Capone to justice. 


O’Hare’s “contribution to the investigation of A 1 
Capone ought to be put in proper perspective and 
that without his cooperation there never would 
have been a case against Capone,” Burke said. 

A 1 Wysinger, deputy chief of the police depart- 
ment’s Detective Division, said the Cold Case Squad 
will review the case and see if any tips develop from 
the information in the book, but he couldn’t say 
how much time the squad will spend on this case. 

Since its creation in 1999, the squad has solved 
243 homicides and made 192 arrests, Wysinger said. 
He said there were a few hundred homicide cases 
still open. 

The book, “Get Capone,” written by Jonathan 
Eig and set for release in April, says O’Hare was 
an informant to the Internal Revenue Service who 
provided key information that led to Capone’s con- 
viction.

Mexico collars drug kingpin 


TIJUANA, Mexico Mexico has captured a 
kingpin accused of terrorizing his way 
to the top of a gang fighting for control of 
key U.S. drug routes— even ordering rivals 
dissolved in caustic soda. Tuesday’s arrest, 
announced by U.S. and Mexican officials, 
capped a series of victories in Mexico’s U.S.- 
backed war on narcotics. 

Teodoro Garcia Simental, known as “ElTeo,” 
was arrested before dawn at a home he owned 
in the city of La Paz on the Baja California 
peninsula, said Mexican federal police com- 
missioner Ramon Eduardo Pequeno. 

Mexican authorities had been tracking 
him for more than six months, with the help 
of U.S. anti-drug officials, he said. 


Eederal police marched the frowning, 
heavyset Garcia in front of cameras Tuesday 
afternoon at a news conference in Mexico 
City Police displayed about a dozen seized 
handguns, along with several laptop comput- 
ers and bundles of cash. 

Garcia, one of Mexico’s most wanted drug 
traffickers, is the second kingpin to be taken 
down in less than a month by President Eelipe 
Calderon’s government. 

Garcia owned three planes that his gang 
would use to fly drugs from Michoacan, 
Sinaloa and Jalisco states to the Baja California 
peninsula, where they were unloaded and 
then smuggled into the United States by land, 
Pequeno said.

Why bundle up 
when you can get 
dinner delivered?

If you’re big into Costa Rican food, Henry 
Cerdas has your number. 

The owner of Irazu in Bucktown says his 
regulars call for delivery so often he can tell 
by their order and voice who’s on the other 
end of the line. Some, he said, place orders 
almost every day of the week— not that 
there’s anything wrong with that. 

“You should not be embarrassed,” 
Cerdas tells them. “We’re flattered you 
order from us.” 

Call them delivery junkies. As tempera- 
tures plunge in Chicago, diners once again 
are flocking to phones and the Web to get 
their food fix. It’s a familiar story in the city 
and part of a national trend that sees deliv- 
ery sales rise as temperatures fall. 

Grubhub.com, a Chicago-based company 
that rounds up restaurant delivery menus 
and offers online ordering, had its 
busiest day ever New Year’s Day, with 
more than $300,000 in delivery orders 
logged in all its markets combined, 
according to co-founder and CEO Matt 
Maloney The company started in 2004 and 


has expanded to seven cities. About 1,600 
restaurants that deliver in Chicago have 
menus on the site, and more than half offer 
online ordering through GrubHub. The ser- 
vice is free for users; the company receives 
profits from restaurants through the online 
orders it generates. 

Cold winter days can mean big business 
for delivery, Maloney said. 

“The seasonality hits, the weather 
changes, people aren’t going out anymore,” 
Maloney said. And it doesn’t hurt that the 
Internet makes ordering as easy as, well, 
going online. 

Delivery is taking on a different mean- 
ing for consumers, said Darren Tristano, 
executive vice president of food industry 
research firm Technomic. While it used 
to mean pizza, it’s now evolving to include 
more options, he said— from vegetarian to 
comfort-food breakfasts. And for customers 
looking to avoid the extra costs of going out 
to eat, ordering delivery online can provide 
the same amount of choices, Maloney said. 

Dave Meeker, an Internet strategist from 
Roscoe Village, orders delivery for dinner 
at least once a week and as many as three 
nights a week in the winter. Meeker, 36, said 
he nearly exclusively uses GrubHub because 
of the variety of restaurants he can find— 
it’s almost as if he were exploring Chicago’s 
restaurant’s scene one neighborhood at 
a time.

TWO 

FOR ONE 

Actor Brian Dennehy 
returns to Chicago for 
a dramatic doubie bill

Brian Dennehy is no stranger to hard-boiled, larg- 
er-than-life characters (think: “Tommy Boy” and 
“Romeo + Juliet”), but it’s not just film and TV roles 
he embraces. The Tony Award-winning actor also 
tackles classic American plays and has cultivated a 
25-year partnership with Goodman Theatre artistic 
director Robert Falls (this is the duo’s ninth local 
collaboration). This week, Dennehy, 71, anchors 
two one-act plays at the Goodman that he first 
introduced as a double bill at the 2008 Stratford 
Shakespeare Festival in Canada. 

Falls directs the opener, Eugene O’Neill’s two- 
person drama, “Hughie,” in which Dennehy por- 
trays fast-talking compulsive gambler Erie Smith 
in 1928 Manhattan. Smith mourns the death of 
Hughie, his longtime confidant and the night clerk 
at his residence whom he thought of as a good-luck 
charm. Toronto-based artist Jennifer Tarver directs 
the second play, Samuel Beckett’s classic “Krapp’s 
Last Tape,” which showcases a more introspective 
side of the actor as a 69 -year-old failed writer whose 
birthday ritual includes revisiting youthful ambi- 
tions through recordings he made decades earlier. 

The themes are dark, but Dennehy says there’s 
more to them than that. We asked him about the 
Goodman project and his stage career. 

What makes your partnership with Robert Falis so 
successfui? 

We’ve always been very interested in doing diffi- 
cult, classical pieces. 

It was your idea to pair the O’Neiii drama with the 
Beckett piay. What makes it work? 

I think both {playwrights} were very satisfied artists 
but not necessarily satisfied human beings. O’Neill’s 
repeated mantra is that you only can find reason- 
able happiness in life by discovering an illusion 
which will keep you satisfied with yourself That’s 
what happens in “Hughie.” It’s also what happens in 
most of O’Neill’s plays. It’s quite different from the 
brutal honesty that Beckett brings. 

It sounds like there are some common themes. 

These are distilled essences of what O’Neill and 
Beckett wrote about over and over again. They 
give you some information about yourself, because 
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that’s what great writing does. 

Isn’t that also what you do as an actor? 

You try You say to the 
audience, “Enjoy this 
moment because it’s funny 
or enjoy this dilemma, 
because it’s interesting, 
and I will work very hard 
for you and make a fool 
out of myself or create some pain in my own 
persona.” But the point is— if you’re paying atten- 
tion— to learn something about yourself 

Are the plays also funny? 

Both plays are very funny and entertaining. You 
kind of get to like these guys, although it’s not 
easy {O’Neill and Beckett] didn’t do these plays 
because they were trying to be entertaining. 
They’re trying to use their lives to find a kind of 
universal truth. 

You’ve played a lot of burly characters throughout 
your career. Do you think you get typecast? 

It’d be very difficult to cast me as a ballet dancer. 


Everybody is, in some sense, controlled by their 
size and their gender. I’m not going to be allowed 
to play the part that Denzel Washington plays. 

Is there a role you’d like 
to play but haven’t? 

In this business, you 
have a hierarchy of stars. 
Russell Crowe, Tom 
Hanks— you name ’em, 
they can play any part they want. Guys like me who 
are somewhere down in the middle of the pack, 
that’s a different story I can do things in the theater 
that I can’t do anyplace else. Quite frankly you can’t 
make much money in the theater so most of these 
guys aren’t interested in doing these types of jobs. 

So you prefer working on stage? 

The theater business has allowed me, in a way the 
movie and TV business has not, to do very, very 
interesting work. So that’s what I do.

NBC will choose O'Brien over Leno, Since 
O'Brien took over the show, he's been losing the 
ratings race to David Letterman, which rarely 
happened when Leno hosted 
NBC obviously feels that Leno, despite bomb- 
ing with his prime-time show, can do well at the 
later time again. Why else would the network 
once again accommodate him? Leno wanted to 
move back to late-night, NBC also was pres- 
sured by affiliate stations who felt Leno's 9 p,m, 
show was costing local newscasts viewers. So the 
network announced Sunday that Leno's show 
would end in February and he would return to 


late night, 

NBC must feel that another Leno move will 
goose its late-night ratings, O'Brien isn't playing 
along. He said in the statement that he felt his 
poor ratings stemmed from his network's prime- 
time ratings woes. He also criticized NBC for 
pulling the plug so fast, 

“It was my mistaken belief that, like my pre- 
decessor, I would have the benefit of some time 
and, just as important, some degree of ratings 
support from the prime-time schedule. Building 
a lasting audience at 11:30 is impossible without 
both,” O'Brien said, 

“But sadly, we were never given that chance. 
After only seven months, with my ‘Tonight 
Show' in its infancy, NBC has decided to react to 
their terrible difficulties in prime-time by mak- 
ing a change in their long-established late night 
schedule,” 

Rumors have circulated that Fox might be 


interested in O'Brien, but he said he does not 
have another job offer on the table, 

“My hope is that NBC and I can resolve this 
quickly so that my staff, crew, and I can do a 
show we can be proud of, for a company that val- 
ues our work,” he said, seemingly taking a shot 
at NBC, 

I predict that in the next couple of days NBC 
will announce that Leno will return to host an 
hourlong “The Tonight Show” 

What happens to O'Brien is anyone's guess, 
but I bet he'll think long and hard about any 
offers from NBC, 

I have no doubt the comic will land on his 
feet. He certainly hasn't lost his sense of humor. 
He ended his statement Tuesday with a typically 
droU, “Conan” line: 

“Have a great day and, for the record, I am 
truly sorry about my hair; it's always been that 
way,”
